THEFISHEBIES. 



Webava devoted oonsiderable' space, 
recently, to pointiog out tlie evils that 
will inevitably result from the syatem of 
ovor-fisbing now going on at Frasor lliv- 
er. Tho importance of tho interests that 
»ro joopardizetl by tho ciipiility oi certuiu 
individuals, and tho uocesaity for inuno- 
diatoly friiming regulations that will bo 
thorough and oll'octuul in their working, 
•reour oxouso for iiguiu referring to the 
Bubjeot, Fostered and protooted, tho 
flsheries of British Oolambia mil bo 
worth more to the country than twenty 
gold fields eaoh of the riohness of Cari- 
boo. Neglected and overworked, they 
irili soon b>icoino of little, if any, value. 
It is tho duty of overy man who has a 
pormancnt interest in tho Province to 
urge 'it ouco on the attention nf tho Cana- 
dian Government the iibHolutu ncL-ossity 
of i^suiug an Onlor-in-Council to place 
the sahnoa nsheries under proper reslrio- 
tions, with a roHident fishery commiiiaion- 
er to see that those restrictious are ob- 
served and respected. It will also be tbe 
duty of the people of tho Lower Praaer.of 
Viotoriaand olse«i'.ero tbronghoutthePro- 
vince, to form a society for tho protection 
of the liHhories.and to aid the commisaion- 
er in the diKcliarge of hisdutio.s by giviug 
informiition whoKuver and whorovfr in- 
fractions of tho law aro known to have on 
onrred. Other countries have societies 
for the preservation of game; wiiy should 
not British Columbia have a Booiety for 
tho preservation of the wahnon lisherios ? 

We have shown in previous articles tho 
exhaustion that has rosnlted to tho fish- 
eries of the Columbia Itiver, Oregon, 
and of those of Saoramonto llivor, Califor- 
nia,from a disregard of the simplest natur- 
al laws. Ta use the word of one writer 
on the subject, Sacramento Eiver 
has been "dredged" until the salmon 
has become a rare fldb and ova have been 
imported from tho East to restock it with 
an inferior variety. Wo reproduced, on 
Friday, the wail of the Portlanil 13oard of 
Trade over tho declining flsberies of the 
Columbia, and from these near-at houia 
evidences of the folly and wickedness of 
overfishing and "dredging," we have 
striven to convince tho people of British 
Columbia that the timo has como vr'lion 
they must make an effort to prevent a 
similar calamity befalling theui. We aro 
are not prepared to say what restrictions 
or regulations should bo imposed. The 
details of a protection scheme should be 
left to man of experience — men who arc 
disconnected with either of the cannery 
companies now at work on the Fraser — 
to arrange, and when the scheme shall 
have been perfected everybody ought, 
and doubtless would, assist tho oEBcers in 
br:ngiug the infractors to justice. Action, 
to be thorough and e0eotivo, should be 
taken now. There is no time to be lost if 
ft is intended that the fish shall bo pro- 
teetpd next sca-ion. ' If 'twere done, 
'twere well doue if 'twero (i(iiU) (|nickly."

The Tunnel between England and 

France. 



Tbo tunnel, if it should be con- 
structed.will commence and end some 
distance inland, to allow for a gradual 
descent ou one side and ascent on tbe 
other. Tho inland parts of tho tiiuuel 
will be nine miles in length, counting 
the distance underground at both ends. 
Tbe cost of simply driving tho tunnol 
from end to end through tbe underly- 
ing chalk is estimated at four millions 
of dollars, and tbe time it would re- 
quire to construct the driftway two 
years. The engineers calculate that 
it would take four years more to linisli 
tho work, iucludiug tbe urcbiug of tbe 
tunnel, building tbe offices and making 
tho neceiSsary connections with tbe 
railway on both sides. Tbe total cost 
is putat §20,000,000. A short time 
ago a meeting of Tunnel Company 
was held in Paris, at which wore read 
the reports of tbo engineers engaged 
during tbe past years iu making tho 
preliminary submarine surveyis. I'heso 
siirvoj'3 were pronounced quite satis- 
factor}', a continuous betl of cha 
haviug been traced underlying tho 
cbaunol from shore to shore. As a 
further experimental test of the practi- 
cability of the scheme tbo sum of 
X1G0,000 has been provided (principal- 
ly by tbe railway campanies interested 
in the prosecution of the work) to sink 
pita on both sides into tbo chalk beds 
and drive a section of tbe tunnel half 
a mile under the waters of tbechanuol. 

Thus far every thing works favorab- 
ly to tbe ultiraalo completion of this 
great project. Whether tbe necessary 
amount of capital can bo obtained is 
the chief jiroblem now to bo solved. 
An attempt has been made to show 
that sufScient revenue could be derived 
from passengers to pay a fair interest 
ou the capital invested in addition to 
tho current expenses of lighting, vou- 
tilating and operating this long lino of 
road under the bed of the sea. Tbo 
number of persons crossing tho channel 
annually between Dover and Calais is 
believed to be four hundred lliouHiuul. 
Tho theory is that this luiiuber wouhl 
bo doubled if tbo tunnel wore built, 
and tbe sickness incidental to the sea 
voyage thus avoided. But it is not 
shown that a tunnel tbirty-ono miles in 
length would itself be free from e(]nal- 
ly serious objectioiip. The prniect 
nevertheless is a graml one, and if 
capitalists can bo induced to believe 
that the tunnel can be made to pay 
there is abundance of money wherewith 
to build it now seeking inve stment.

Afterwards he estab- 
lished a Ropublicau paper called tho 
i'Veemfin'.s- Journal and became ono of the 
most promineut Itopublicans of tho linet- 
ern shore of Maryland. lie stumped that 
Hoctiou for Grant md the stato ticki t in 
1808, and your corrospoudt-ut remoaibora 
meeting him at the gathering in Somerset 
Co. Ho was a brilliant spoakor and so 
bold in his talk that timid men declined 
to ncoompany him. After living in Ches- 
tortown some three years ho departed sud- 
denly leaving behind him a host of un- 
paid debts, but carrying off allhis porsou- 
al property. Ho had established a per- 
fumery factory which failed and his paper 
was not u fiuanciol succtss. He also 
swindled some people by persuading them 
to endorse his notes, which were never 
met. His estate was sold for tho benefit 
of his creditors and shortly afterwards he 
was reported keeping a gambling house 
in Philadelphia. About 1873 Maryland- 
ors in the Ijgyjjlinu service wrote homo of 
an American ofliei'r know as Oaman Bey 
in tho army of tho Khedive, and his per- 
sonal description tallies with that of 
Crawford, who was toll and stalwart with 
a reckless bearing.
